prefixed to the first edition of B urion’s Anatonry 
gi Melancholy, entitled * The Anuthor’s Abstract 
of Melancholy; or, a Dialogne between Plea- 
sure and Pain.” The following is the poem 
alluded to by Warton. Prebably few of our 
readers have seen it; all will be amused with 
it; and we apprebend that none will differ 
from the critic above quoted, in the belief, that 
it was the orginal of Milton’s two beautiiul po- 
ems.

It was the work of men’s hands and 
therefore not pertect ; but still ought not to be 
subject to all the varying changes which tem- 
porary inconvenience may suggest, nor should

‘everal successive sessions of Congress, Mr. M. 
said, efforts had been made to procure amend- 
ments in relation to this subject,and at the pres- 
ent session,those efforts had been renewed with 
wcreased zeal, and multiplied beyond al! 
‘ormer example. After the various proposi- 
‘ons which have been submitted to the Senate, 
it would be almost impossible to present any 
project which should bear the stamp of novel- 
tv, or which had not before occurred to others. 
Mle had therefore uot attempted it, nor had he 
relied upon his own wisdom or invention in the 
amendment he was about to propose ; bat had 
resorted to the united wisdom of that illustrious 
band of patriots and statesmen, who devised 
and framed he excellent form of government, 
under which we have enjoyed so much pros- 
verity and happiness ; and which, by a wise 
aad pradent administration of our rulers, and 
‘aelligence and istegrity among the people, 
was calculated to continue and perpetuate those 
blessings. He wished, then, to return to the 
good old ways of our political fathers, and to 
reinstate in the constitution its original provi- 
sion for the choice of Pres.dent and Vice-Pre- 
sident of the United States. This, Mr. Mills 
said, was the whole of his proposition. It had 
met the sanction ef the enlightened assembly 
to which he had alluded, and the conventions 
of the several states; it had been tested by 
experience, and seemed better calculated in 
time to come to effect a choice by the Electors 
appointed tor that purpose, and above all, to 
secure for the second otfice in the government 
those qualifications and endewments, which, in 
a good degree, fit him for the first. The illus- 
trious body of men who framed our Constitu- 
tion, had difficulties of no small magnitude to 
encounter ; local prejudices were to be re- 
moved ; conflicting interests to be reconciled ; 
the jealousy of the small states assueged, and 
the power and influence of the large states re- 
strained, and it was only by mutual sacrifices 
for the common zou, that a system of com- 
promise and concession was at length etiected. 
Among those difficulties the organization of 
the executive department, the powers with 
which it shout! be invested, the number of 
which it should be composed, and the manner 
in which it should be appointed, were not the 
least formidable. 
moved in a new and untried path, wid were Lo 
be guided only by the light of their own minds, 
and a knowledge of the institutions of their 
country. The history of other republics, an- 
cient or modern, afforded them no aid ; for, 
although confederacies of free states had exist- 
ed in different ages of the world, both in an- 
cient and modern times, yet, in none of them, 
had there existed a common permanent head, 
vested with executive powers only, for the ad- 
ministration of the civil as well as military 
part of the government, and appointed in any 
manner adapted to the genius of our people. 
This part of their duty, therefore, had cailed 
torth the most minute investigation and full 
discussion in that boty. A recorrence to the 
history of those times, and to the journals of 
that convention, would show that the plan 


| adopted was not the only one submitted to their 


consideration ; that variogs projects were at- 
fered ; both in relation to the organization and 
durstion of the office ; that, at one time, it was 
proposed he should be elected by the Govern- 
ore of the States, and that, for a long time af- 
ter the first craft of the constitntion was sub- 
mitted, it seemed to be determined that the 
executive should be chosen by the legislative 
branch of the government; and this plan re- 
mained unaltered antil about the time the Con- 
stitution was reporied in its final shape. Until 
near this time, too, it was undecided by what 
number of individuals the executive power 
s\ould be exercised—whether by one, or 
more ; whether such an office as that of Vice- 
President should be created, or what should be 
his duties.—From the various projects which 
were before them, and surreunded as they 
were with such numerous difficulties, the au- 
thors of the Constitution devised a plan for the 
election of President and Vice President, 
which secured the hearty concurrence of the 
people. For, aithough almost every other 
part of that instrument met with the warmest 
opposition, and particularly the powers vested 
in. the executive, yet it is believed that his 
mode of appointment escaped even the animad- 
versions of its enemies. For what purpose, 
asked Me. M., was the office of Vice President 
created? Was it that he might preside over 
If that 


most other legislative bodies, to appo:nt our 
own presiding officer. The Constitution had 
in view that he might be called upon, in cer- 
tain events, to exercise the high and important 
functions of the chief executive magistrate. 
Hence, it provided that he should be voted for 
as President of the United States, from among 
the candidates for that high office. ‘This mode 
of election clearly shows that his business in 
the government, and the chief reason of his ap- 
pointment, was not merely to conduct the de- 
I:berations of the Senate. The first officer in 
the government might be arrested in the midst 
of his career, by the arm of death; sickness 
mieht destroy his faculties; \ tio 
Providence might prostrate in ruins his intel-

In either of these events, th 
executive authority must be administered b¥ 
some individual, and the node of election puint- 
ed out by the Constitution, as it originally 
stood, would always secere to the country, in 
the second office of the government, the ser- 
vices of an enlightened cilizen, elected with a 
view to his qualifications for the frst office and 
presumed to be capable of discharging its high 
and important duties. If this was the object 
for which he was elected, Mr. M. contended 
that, reasoning a priort, that object would be 
much more likely to be effected, and with 
greater facility and secarity, in the mode ori- 
ginally pointed out in the Constitution. To 
accomplish the end in view, the convention 
had provided, that the electors should meet in 
their respective States, add vote for two per- 
sons, one of whom, at ‘east, should not be ap 
inhabitant of the same Siate with themselves ; 
that the person having a majority of the votes 
of the electors, shou.d be the President, and 
the person having the noxt highest number of 
votes,should be the Vice President ; presuming, 
that, as both would be voted for, without desig- 
nation, as Presideat, both would be worthy of 
the office, and competent to pertorm its duties. 
--Experience has sanctioned the correctness 
of this theory, und proved the conclusion of 
their reasoning to be weil founded. So long 
as that provision remained a part of the Con- 
stitution, and two persons were voted for, with- 
oul designation or distinction, the person filling 
the office of Vice President was, invariably, |“ 
a subsequent election, elevated to the Execu- 
tive chair. But, since that provision has been 
altered, and the electors have been called up- 
on to designate, by their votes; a person fora 
secondary aud taferior office, other views, and 
other considerations have influenced his seles- 
tion, without tie hope or expectation of any 
furijies atvancement.

What, then, 
Mr. M. asked, would be probable result of the 
two modes at the approaching election ? Sup- 
pose all these distingwished personages should 
be caudidates, one only could be chosen to 
office ; because, the friends of neither, under 
the present system, would probably consent 
that their favourite candidate for the Presidency 
should be held up, co nomine, fer the Vice Pre- 
sidency. But. if the Constitution had remained 
in its original furm, in all probability, two of 
them might be elected—one to the first, and 
another to the second office. You would then 
have a person for Vice President, capable, at 
lesstin the opinion of a plaraiity of the Elec- 
tors, of discharging the duties incumbent oo 
the President, and who had received their 
suifrages as such. 

The leading object avowed by geutlemen 
who now propose amendments to the Consti- 
tution, is to prevent the election of President 
from devolving on the House of Kepresenta- 
tives. 

Mr. M. said that, if the view which he had 
just presented was correct, the event, so much 
and so justly deprecated, would be much less 
likely to occur, under the constitution as origt- 
nally adopted, than in its present shape. In 
the various combinations of ballots which would 
result from voting for two persons for the 
same office, it would be almost certain that one 
of them would be elected President, and as the

Erskine appeared in times when | 
aristocratic insolence had but few brave op- 
posers ;—he fixed upon a right course and | 
boldly maintained it ;+-his resources were a- | 
bundaat, and he wanted no aid from what is | 
generally called patronage ;—his feelings were | 
noble and his success resplendent. In the law | 
of libels, he has done more than any other | 
man to break down the numerous absurd rules 
and forms in which the liberty of the writer | 
and the press were strangled. He exhibited to 
the enlightened part of mankind, the folly and | 
mockery of that law, which, under the name | 
of public justice, denied the jury the right of | 
declaring their opinions of the law and the fact. | 
To his doctrine of libels, Fox, Jones, Kent, and | 
others, among great and good men, have be- | 
come converts ; and all, who know and value | 
freedom, will soon follow. The world will , 
soon, we trust, be relieved from this relic of 
the star-chamber. Something is, bowever, to 
be done by the Legislature, in obliterating the 
black-letter lines in the law of libels. May 
they commence their duiy without delay. 

The boidness of inteMecinal superiority,— 
wien acting for aclient opnressed by obloguy, 
or crowded down by poweriul opponents,—is 
often considered as arrogance, self-importance 
and pride. It is no sach thing—it is perfectly | 
consistent with modesty and humility ; in fact, ' 
it is true moral courage. and will, in the end, 
be rewarded by the approbation and encourage- 
ment of the wise and good.

It was apparently with a view 
of obtaining this last gratification, that he se- 
lected the place of concealment in which he 
was discovered ; he was arrested in a house 
situated mid-way between Dublin and Mr. 
Curran’s country seat. 
| [t was not until the agonising period between 
Emmet’s conviction and his execution, that the 
altachmert of these two young lovers was for 
the first time mutually avowed.
